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COMPETENCY  BASED  CURRICULUM 


The  Competency  Based  Curriculum  (CBC)  was  developed  in  1981  to  provide 
adolescents  within  the  Department  of  Youth  Services  (DYS)  with  a  solid 
foundation  of  basic  skills  for  successful  re-entry  and  subsequent  survival  in 
the  "real  world".  The  curriculum  use  has  now  been  extended  to  programs  at  the 
County  Houses  of  Correction  and  the  Intensive  Residential  Treatment  Programs 
and  Adolescent  Acute  Units  under  the  auspices  of  the  Department  of  Mental 
Health. 


The  curriculum  includes  5  units 


Community  Awareness,  Health,  Occupational  Preparedness,  Government  and 
Law,  and  Consumer  Awareness.  These  units  are  organized  within  a  3-ring 
binder,  which  allows  teachers  to  easily  remove  materials  for  duplication 
and/or  add  their  own  materials. 


Each  subject  area  within  a  unit  contains  a  teacher's  guide,  goals  and 
objectives,  the  text  of  a  teaching  tape,  a  pretest  and  posttest  with  answers, 
answers  to  suggested  published  teaching  materials  and  answers  to  supplementary 
teaching  materials.  By  incorporating  teaching  tapes,  the  curriculum  can  help 
the  non-reader  to  obtain  an  awareness  of  basic  life  skills.  It  also  functions 
as  a  teaching  tool  for  the  mild  to  moderate  special  needs  youth  (2-4  years 
below  grade  level)  and  provides  remedial  help  for  students  performing  closer 
to  grade  level. 


A  checklist  has  been  developed  to  document  a  studer.t's  progress  through 
the  curriculum.  The  teacher,  therefore,  can  insure  that  a  student  does  not 
repeat  an  activity.  This  is  especially  important  to  the  DYS  population  where 
students  may  move  from  one  facility  to  another. 

In  some  cases  a  special  section  containing  suggested  unpublished  teaching 
materials  has  also  been  added.  This  section  appears  wherever  few  published 
materials  are  available  on  the  subject.  Teachers  are  encouraged  to  add  to  the 
materials  in  all  subject  areas  to  make  the  subjects  more  relevant  to  their 
students.

TYPE  OF  SERVICE 


M.I.S.  acts  as  a  student  tracking  system  for 
DYS  (Department  of  Youth  Services)  youth 
throughout  the  state.  Each  month  M.I.S. 
produces  an  updated  Master  List  which 
includes: 


1.  DYS  students  (alphabetically) 

2.  Tests  Administered 

This  list  allows  teachers  to  identify  which 
students  have  current  educational 
information  such  as  I.S.A.s  (Informal 
Screening  Assessments),  I.E.P.s  (Individual 
Educational  Plans),  and  C.B.C.  (Competency 
Based  Curriculum)  records.  All  information 
is  accessible  to  authorized  teaching 
personnel  as  a  student  enters  or  is 
transferred  between  DYS  units.  Therefore,  a 
student's  education  can  be  continuous  and 
ongoing. 


TO  ACCESS  SERVICES 


Authorized  teaching  personnel  may  call 
M.I.S.  if  a  youth's  name  does  not  appear  on 
the  Master  List  to  determine  whether  an 
I.S.A.  has  been  recently  administered.  If 
so,  I.S.A  results  will  be  released  and 
copies  of  valid  I.E. P.  information,  C.B.C. 
scores,  and  other  pertinent  student  records 
will  be  forwarded  to  the  teacher 
immediately.  If  no  I.S.A.  copy  is  on  file, 
the  teacher  will  be  asked  to  administer  the 
test  and  forward  the  results  to  M.I.S.

TYPE  OF  PROJECT 


Adaptive  Design  Services  produces 
specialized  apparatus  (including  adapted 
wheelchairs  and  positioning  aids, 
communication  and  educational  aids, 
activities  of  daily  living  devices, 
environmental  aids,  and  active  stimulation 
programming  equipment)  for  physically 
handicapped  children  eligible  for  special 
education  services  between  3-22  years  of 
age.  The  Adaptive  Design  Services  Workshop 
fabricates  only  those  devices  which  are  not 
commercially  available. 

The  goals  of  the  program  are  to  facilitate 
the  students'  normal  developmental  sequence, 
to  improve  their  general  health,  and  to 
maximize  their  functional  independence.  An 
interdisciplinary  evaluation /referral 
process  is  utilized  whereby  the  technical 
expertise  of  several  disciplines  is 
solicited  and  certain  persons  interested  in 
a  particular  student  are  required  to  attend 
fittings  in  order  to  provide  input  regarding 
specific  adaptations.

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INCENTIVE  GRANT  PRXRAMS 


LOCAL  EDUCATION  AGENCY  (LEA)  INCENTIVE  GRANT  PROGRAM 

The  LEA  Incentive  Grant  Program,  administered  through  the  Department  of 
Education's  Bureau  of  Institutional  Schools,  provides  direct  financial 
assistance  to  local  school  systems  who  assume  the  responsibility  of  educating 
mentally  retarded  (MR)  students  in  community-based  programs.  FY'86  resulted 
in  this  funding  being  made  available  to  approximately  (61)  LEAs  for  the 
continued  special  education  service  delivery  to  (77)  students. 

In  the  past,  when  children  were  transferred  from  institutional  school 
departments  to  local  education  programs,  an  unforseen  financial  burden  was 
frequently  imposed  upon  the  local  school  district.  To  alleviate  this  burden 
and  to  encourage  quality  educational  placements  in  the  least  restrictive 
environment,  the  Massachusetts  Legislature,  in  Fiscal  Year  1979,  authorized 
the  Department  of  Education  to  establish  "Incentive  Grants"  for  those  local 
education  agencies  that  assume  the  responsibility  of  educating  such  students. 
Local  school  systems  are  not  mandated  to  enter  into  this  Agreement;  however, 
accepting  or  declining  this  assistance  shall  not  exempt  any  local  school 
district  from  complying  with  the  provisions  of  the  Chapter  766  Regulations  or 
the  Regulations  provided  under  P.L.  94-142. 

The  grants  are  available  for  children  under  22  years  of  age  at  state 
institutions  who  transfer  to  a  community-based  residence  and  can  be 
mainstreamed  or  participate  in  collaborative  educational  programs.  A  student 
is  eligible  for  renewal  of  the  incentive  grant  in  successive  years  until 
his/her  22nd  birthday. 

CHAPTER  "750"  INCENTIVE  GRANT  PROGRAM 

Children  receiving  special  education  in  approved  private  schools  on  or 
before  September  1,  1974,  whose  tuition  was  funded  by  the  Department  of 
Education  under  Chapter  750  of  the  Acts  of  1960,  are  considered 
"grandfathered"  children.  Under  Sections  16-18  of  Chapter  766,  these  children 
are  entitled  to  have  their  special  education  costs  funded  by  the  Department  of 
Education  as  long  as  they  remain  in'  approved  private  special  education 
programs.  In  the  past,  when  such  children  were  placed  into  a  less  restrictive 
public  school  educational  setting,  the  local  school  system  incurred  the 
financial  responsibility  for  their  educational  program. 

In  order  to  foster  and  encourage  educational  placements  in  the  least 
restrictive  environment  as  mandated  under  P.L.  94-142  and  Chapter  766,  the 
Massachusetts  Legislature  has  authorized  the  Department  of  Education  to 
provide  "Incentive  Grants"  to  cities,  towns,  and  regional  school  districts  for 
school  committees  that  assume  the  responsibility  of  educating  "grandfathered" 
children  who  are  returned  to  a  public  school  program.  School  districts  may 
apply  for  "incentive  grants"  if  they  intend  to  enroll  a  child  in  a  public 
school  or  collaborative  program  in  the  next  school  year,  with  the  parent's 
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consent.  As  long  as  the  child  remains  in  a  public  school,  agreements  will  be 
re-negotiated  annually  until  the  child  no  longer  requires  special  education 
services,  obtains  a  high  school  diploma  or  turns  twenty-two  (22)  years  of 
age.  However,  the  grant  can  never  exceed  the  cost  of  the  student's  private 
school  tuition  in  his  or  her  last  year  of  placement. 

Although  grants  must  be  applied  directly  to  the  educational  costs  of  the 

"750"  child,  school  systems  are  encouraged  to  consider  the  use  of  these  grants 

to  contribute  to  the  development  of  programs  for  both  local  and  state  funded 
children  with  similar  special  needs 

FY*86  resulted  in  this  funding  being  made  available  to  approximately  (40) 
LEAs  for  the  continued  special  education  service  delivery  to  (59)  students.

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TEACHER  IN-SERVICE  TRAINING 


The  Bureau  of  Institutional  Schools  has  developed  an  In-Service  Training  plan 
for  training  and  retraining  BIS  teachers  in  order  to  appropriately  address  the 
special  education  needs  of  institutionalized  youth.  This  training  plan  also 
provides  a  resource  to  public  school  teachers  in  the  area  of  classroom 
management  for  adolescents  who  exhibit  emotional,  behavioral,  psychological, 
and/or  psychiatric  disorders. 

The  purpose  of  the  Teacher  Training  is  two-fold: 

1.  To  encourage  teachers  to  recognize  and  develop  proficient  skills  and 
confidence  to  enhance  their  ability  to  provide  special  education 
instruction  and  related  services  to  the  type  of  youth  described  above. 

2.  To  develop  conceptually  and  practically  a  psycho-educational  teaching 
model  through  which  student/teacher  relationships  are  effectively 
maintained  and  whereby  students  receive  the  benefits  of  improved 
classroom  instruction  in  special  education. 

APPROACH  AND  METHODOLOGIES:  Through  a  process  of  task  analysis,  a  peer 
teaching  model  will  be  used  to  facilitate  the  identification  of  a  problem 
and/or  concern.  Case  conferences  will  be  arranged  through  which  to  further 
define  the  issues  and/or  to  develop  behavior  management  strategies.  Learning 
laboratories  will  be  encouraged  in  order  that  the  effect  of  such  strategies 
may  be  measured. 


CONTENT  AREAS:  This  training  plan  will  focus  on  the  following  topical  content 
areas  to  effect  the  development  of  behavior  management  strategies: 

I.  Self  -  It  is  our  premise  that  before  teachers  can  effectively 
facilitate  the  learning  of  others,  there  must  exist  a  willingness  to 
view  and  understand  one's  self.  In  this  regard,  the  individual  is 
encouraged  to  take  some  responsibility  for  one's  own  learning  and 
self-development.  Workshops  will  be  conducted  to  facilitate  this 
process. 

II.  Environment  -  The  environment  of  the  classroom  where  the  teacher  and 
students  work  and  the  relationships  which  become  manifest  to  these 
activities  are  very  important  elements  to  the  purpose  of  this 
training  plan.  Workshops  will  be  conducted  to  effect  this 
understanding. 

III.  Students  -  Although  issues  such  as  aggression,  depression,  suicide, 
sexuality,  and  development  become  topics  in  and  of  themselves 
towards  understanding  the  cultural,  social,  emotional,  and  cognitive 
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responses  of  these  youth,  the  process  by  which  discoveries  of  the 

individual  occur  may  impact  perceptions  and  knowledge  for  the 

teacher.   It  will  be  the  purpose  of  these  workshops  to  determine  the 
appropriate  "how  to's". 

IV.  Parent  -  However  defined,  parents  or  parenting  agencies  may  greatly 
impact  the  teaching  and  learning  process.  Workshops  will  discuss 
these  influences  and  relationships.

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COMPUTER  CURRICULUM  FOR  EMOTIONALLY  DISTURBED  STUDENTS 


The  purpose  of  this  project,  which  began  as  a  federally  funded  initiative  in 
September  1985,  is  to  develop  a  curriculum  to  be  utilized  by  teachers  in  the 
Bureau  of  Institutional  School's  programs  for  emotionally  disturbed  students 
and  for  Department  of  Youth  Services  students,  as  well  as  by  teachers  in  the 
public  schools  who  have  classes  with  students  identified  as  emotionally 
disturbed/behaviorally  disordered.  The  project  is  developing  a  functional 
curriculum  which  will  help  to  support  the  psychological  needs  of  the 
students.  Issues  of  developing  control,  understanding  cause  and  effect 
relationships,  developing  logical  thinking  and  teaching  functional  skills,  as 
well  as  reinforcing  basic  skill  instruction  will  be  the  integral  components  of 
this  curriculum.  The  goal  of  this  project  is  to  integrate  computers  into  the 
classroom  so  that  teachers  can  use  the  computer  to  help  develop  and  reinforce 
these  skills  within  the  daily  activities/curriculum  of  the  students.  This 
curriculum  and  training  will  be  made  available  to  teachers  both  within  the 
Bureau's  programs  as  well  as  within  local  school  systems. 

The  curriculum  is  currently  in  the  final  stage  of  a  first  draft  which  will  be 

field  tested  in  BIS  programs  statewide.  The  curriculum  will  be  sent  to 

programs  via  the  BIS  District  Computer  Representatives  and  teachers  will  be 
encouraged  to  provide  feed-back.

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The  Gaebler  School  maintains  two  program 
sites.  The  main  campus  is  located  at  the 
Gaebler  Center  and  a  satelite  campus  is 
located  at  the  Lawrence  Building,  directly 
across  the  street.  A  student  can  attend 
classes  at  the  Lawrence  Building  when  he/she 
is  able  to  assume  responsibility  for  self- 
directed  study,  achievement  of  independence 
and  personal  self-management. 

The  basic  instructional  units  at  the  two 
program  sites  include: 

Gaebler  Elementary  -  located  at  the  Gaebler 
Campus  and  serving  15-20  students  at  anytime 
who  demonstrate  a  need  for  greater  attention 
to  limit-setting  issues.

Lawrence  Extension  Elementary  -  located  at 
the  off  campus  (satellite)  facility  known  as 
the  Lawrence  School.

DAY  PROGRAM 


The  Day  Program  located  at  the  Lawrence  Building,  serves  children  who 
currently  do  not  require  overnight  care  away  from  their  families  but  who  need 
more  extended  programming.  The  program  serves  3  classifications  of  children: 

1.  Those  in  transition  from  hospital  to  comr-.nity. 

2.  Community  school  children  who  need  more  clinical 
input  than  school  can  provide. 

3.  Children  referred  from  other  hospitals  or  residen- 
tial schools. 

The  interaction  of  clinical  and  school  staff  has  resulted  in  a  highly  success- 
ful approach  to  the  internalization  of  limits,  social  maturation,  academic 
responsibility  and  healthy  emotional  growth  for  these  children.  Those  served 
by  this  program  continue  to  be  helped  to  prevent  the  need  for  24-hour 


hospitalization. 


DIAGNOSTIC  CENTER 


The  Diagnostic  Center  is  a  testing  classroom  located  at  the  Lawrence  Building. 
It  is  a  6-8  week  service  to  LEA's  to  provide  a  complete  multi-faceted 
educational  assessment  profile  for  students  who  are  not  achieving  their 
present  educational  program  and  who  also  present  associated  behavior  problems 
in  the  classroom.  Included  in  the  process  will  be  daily  observation  and 
assessment,  testing  and  interviewing  as  needed  weekly  TEAM  evaluations,  weekly 
written  updated  to  LEA's,  and  exposure  to  computers,  physical  education, 
vocational  education,  art,  recreation,  and  career  awareness.  Upon  completion 
of  the  program,  the  Diagnostic  TEAM  will  deliver  a  recommended  IEP  with 
suggestions  for  LEA  implementation,  a  final  comprehensive  report,  transition 
back  to  LEA,  and  follow-up  consultation  to  the  LEA  if  requested.

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HANDYMAN  PROGRAM 


As  part  of  the  vocational  program  at  the  Gaebler  School,  the  Handyman  Program 
serves  as  a  community  service  program.  This  program,  initiated  by  the  school 
in  1983,  has  identified  discreet  handyman  skill  areas  to  include  window  and 
sash  cord  repair,  insulation  and  energy  conservation,  cleaning  and  preserving 
exterior  gutters,  furniture  repair,  minor  plumbing  and  electrical  repair  and 
minor  carpentry  repair  (steps,  porch,  rails,  etc.). 

Higher  functioning  students  trained  to  perform  the  aforementioned  tasks  are 
paired  in  two-student,  two-instructor  teams. m  In  consort  with  the  City  of 
Waltham  Planning  Office,  senior  citizens  and/or  handicapped  adults  are 
identified  within  the  community  who  desire  and  need  services  that  match  the 
skills  of  the  Gaebler  Handyman  students.  The  criteria  used  to  determine 
participation  includes  a  senior  citizen  on  a  fixed  income  or  handicapped 
elderly  person  living  in  their  own  dwelling  (either  their  own  home  or  rented 
apartment).  Appointments  are  scheduled  in  such  a  way  so  that  work  required 
has  the  likelihood  of  being  completed  within  a  two  hour  duration. 

The  overriding  aim  of  the  occupational/vocational  special  education  component 
is  to  give  first  hand  experience  and  feedback  to  students  that  reinforces  the 
principle  that  the  more  competent  within  the  world  of  work  that  the  individual 
becomes  the  less  attention  is  given  to  the  handicapping  conditions. 
Furthermore,  the  program  offers  the  individual  the  opportunity  to  experience 
the  good  work  performed  by  individuals  in  this  special  program.

The  Massachusetts  Hospital  School  provides 
special  education  services  designed  to 
address  the  diverse  intellectual,  emotional 
and  physical  needs  of  its  student 
population.  The  school  utilizes  an 
individualized  holistic  approach  which 
involves  the  interaction  of  educational, 
medical,  recreational,  and  adaptive  living 
programs  for  each  student.  Classroom 
instruction,  for  grades  K  through  12,  is 
integrated  with  each  student's  medical, 
occupational,  and  physical  and  speech 
therapies. 

All  MHS  students  (approximately  150 
residential  and  day  school  students  from 
over  82  local  school  systems)  receive  E.T.L. 
(Evaluation  Team  Liaison)  services.  The 
primary  functions  of  the  ETL's  are  the 
development,  modification,  and  monitoring  of 
I.E.P.'s,  student  service  coordination  and 
related  policy  development.  The  E.T.L.  is 
responsible  for  arranging  Team  Evaluation 
meetings  with  local  education  agencies  and 
interfacing  with  other  appropriate  agencies 
(Department  of  Public  Health,  for  example) 
on  behalf  of  the  students.  The  E.T.L.  may 
identify  appropriate  educational  placements 
for  discharge  planning.  "688"  referrals  are 
made  for  all  appropriate  students. 

NOTE:  The  Brayton  School  at  MHS  is 
accredited  by  the  New  England 
Association  of  Schools  and 
Colleges(NEASC).  MHS  is  also 
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accredited   by   the   Joint   Commission 
Accreditation  of  Hospitals  (JCAH).
